$394,000 Bond Issue Favored Two to One; 
Vote Largest in History of District 34 



Board Will Meet Tuesday to 

Start Plant for BIdg. 

at Oakland Site 



An official canvass of the vote 
in Saturday's referendum on the 
proposal to build a new 17-room 
K-8 school building at the Oakland 
School site passed by more than 
two to one. . 

The Board of Education last even- 
ing announced that the official vote 
on the proposition to erect. a build- 
ing at the district's 20-acre site at 
Deep Lake and Loon Lake rds. pass- 
ed 389 to 178, and the proposition 
to issue $394,000 in bonds to pay 
for construction of the building was 
favorable 377 to 180. 

A total of 581 votes was cast and 
there were nine spoiled ballots. 

Needless to say. the board was 
quite pleased with the outcome. 
Board will Meet Tuesday 

Meeting in regular session next 
Tuesday the board will begin at 
once its work to prepare for the 
building. It Will have frequent sess- 
ions with the architect in planning 
arrangements and details of the 
building, and will begin at once to 
prepare the bonds for sale at public 
bidding. 

Supt. Richard Whitacre estimated 
that it will take two months to 
arrive at final plans and specifica- 
tions, and it will be well into spring 
before the contract is let. 

Gilbert A. Johnson of Rockford 
is the architect 

Plans call for completion by fall 
of eight classrooms, a kindergarten 
room, nurse's room, teachers' rooms, 
office, kitchent and an all-purpose 
room at this time, and a shell for 
eight other classroom which would 
be completed yearly as needed 
through regular tax revenues. 
School to have 250 Pupils 

Supt. Whitacre said that the 250 
pupils in the area of the new build- 
ing will well fill the eight classrooms 
at the start. 

Overflow of present buildings is 
taken care of through use of the 
Scout House, the old school building 
and the Oakland school. 

The new school will be nearly

Fact Finding Committee Recommends That 
Antioch Area Schools Finance Needs Survey 



Recommendation to the schools of 
the Aratioch area that they employ 
the Northwestern University Field 
Service department as an aid in 
a survey of needs in connection 
with the Community Unit System 
was made by the Fact Finding Com- 
mittee. 

The committee met with Dr, Jack 
Childress and Dr. Robert Chandler 
of the University Tuesday evening 
at Grass Lake School in which 
the services of the department were 
explained. 

The committee recommended that 
■the folowing be considered by the 
school boards of the Antioch area: 

1. That a school meeds survey be 
conducted by North western Uni- 
versity. 

2. That the cost of conducting 
the survey be shared by the dis- 
tricts interested on a pro-rated per- 
centage of he total assessed valu- 
ation of the particular districts 
involved. 

3. That Northwestern University 
be contracted with to execute the 
school needs survey if a majority 
of the school boards agree to the 
items of 1 and 2. 

The decisions of the school boards 



are to be sent to the Antioch Town- ■ 
sihip High School by March 1. 

The cost will be between $2,500 
and $3,500. 

If the contract is made by March 
1, the survey can be completed by 
Sept. 1, Dr. Childress said. 

Would Serve as Consultants 

The NUFSD -would serve as 1 re- 
source consultants to the existing 
Fact Finding Committee, Principal 
Albert Dittman explained. The Com- 
mittee has subcommittees dealing 
with finance, boundaries, popula- 
tion trends, student enrollment and 
school housing; currlculm, admin- 
istration, and teachin/g staff. 

The University representatives 
would help pinpoint areas of study, 
help collect data and help assemble 
fads into written form for future 
use, interpreting the data as they 
progressed.

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A Disaster Thar Didn't- Happen 
Remember when, twenty-odd years ago, it was 
argued that the growth of chain store merchandising 
menaced the very existence of the smaller retailers? 
Punitive Federal anti-chain legislation was urged in 
some quarters, on the grounds that this was the only 
way to save the. independents from swift and sure 
extinction. 

That' legislation did not pass. And it's interesting 
to see just how inaccurate the views were of those 
who anticipated the doom of the independents. 

Godfrey M. Lcbhar, editor of Chain Store Age, 
writes that in 1929 the chains accounted for 22.2 per 
cent of a total retail volume of $48 billion. In the 
latest year for which government figures are avail- 
able, volume totaled $170 billion and the chains ac- 
counted for 23.5 per cent. As Mr, Lcbhar puts it, 
"In other words, despite all the drastic changes in 
retailing during the past 25 years, the chains, today, 
account for practically the same percentage of total 
sales as they did in 1929." 

Why were the prophets of disaster so wrong? The 
main reason is that they grossly under-estimated the 
abilities and spirit of the independent merchants. 
These merchants successfully emulated new tech- 
niques and ideas pioneered by the chains, and added 
consumer-attracting innovations of their own. The 
result is that all kinds of merchandising has gone 
steadily ahead, each keeping its share of the business 
— to the enormous benefit of the consuming public.

Economic Highlights 

Today a bright economic future is on the draw- 
ing boards. But one important aspect of it has been 
overlooked. That aspect is the investor — on whom, 
in large measure, all the rest depends. 

This view was expressed by Keith Funston, presi- 
dent of the New York Stock Exchange, in an address 
before the recent -61st Congress of American Indus- 
try. The title of his talk indicates its substance — 
"Needed: A Fair and Warmer Investment Climate." 

As Mr. Funston sees it, we are on the verge of 
advances greater than any we have knoxvn, and 
"such advances are likely to make unparalleled de- 
mands — not only on our resources and ingenuity, but 
also on our investment philosophy as well." In sup- 
port of this position, he cites some impressive figures. 

Our gross national product (the economist's term 
for the total value? of all goods and services produced) 
has passed S400 billion a year — not long ago a magic 
and seemingly unattainable figure. Most estimates say 
that it will reach $525 billion, a jump of 30 per cent, 
by 1965, and some forecast a still higher level. 

In Mr. Funston'st words, "The impact of this new 
output on our already high living standard— assuming 
relatively stable prices — will be both staggering and 
munificent. . . . For the average family, it will very 
likely mean an after tax income of over $7,500 a year. 



It will mean a bigger house with an extra room on a 
larger lot; a second car for the family that now has one; 
better food cooked on a more efficient range; and more 
children and better communities to live in." 

However, he goes on, "Like all things of value, this 
future has a price tag." And it's one whole of a price 
tag — $3G0 billion. That is the amount of capital our 
corporations will, have to spend to build the plant ca- 
pacity needed to meet 1905 goals. And $G0 billion of 
that — an average of $0 billion a year — should be raised 
through the sale of new stock. Of the $60 billion, in- 
stitutional investors can be expected to supply about 
half, leaving $30 billion to come directly from the Am- 
erican people. And this, as he points out, "represents a 
hitherto unknown scale of direct individual invest- 
ments ... in common stocks." It is three times the 
rate of recent years. 

But it is not, to Mr. Funston's mind, an impossible 
goal by any means. We have the potential— last year, 
for instance, new stock issues reached an all-time high 
of about $3.5 billion, representing a 30 per cent rise 
over 1955. Some 8.6 million people now own stock in 
publicly-held corporations — one out of every 12 adults 
in the country. But to realize this potential, we need 
that fair and warmer investment cllmntc." 

There are various unfair burdens on stockholders 
that Mr. Funston cites. One is double taxation of divi- 
dends^ — first, the corporation pays a big tax on profits 
before it can distribute any dividends and then the in- 
dividual income tax takes a second deep bite. Another 
is the capital gains tax— something that does not exist 
in Canada, England, or most other industrialized na- 
tions. Such penalties as these are a discouragement to 
the potential stock purchaser. And this is not a prob- 
lem that just affects the wealthy — for, today, two- 
thirds of all sharcowncrs have incomes of under $7,500 
a year. 

Views That Deserve Attention 

Cuts in the highly progressive income tax rate 
would probably produce more rather than less revenue, 
by stimulating investments and speeding the nation's 
economic growth. That is one facet of a statement 
sent to a House sub-committee on taxation by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States. 

A similar belief has been expressed by Ernest G. 
Swigert, president of the National Association of Manu" 
facturers. In his view, normal economic growth, by 
providing increasing revenues to the government, 
would make possible reductions in both individual and 
corporation income tax rates without adding to any- 
one's tax burden. 

The Chamber's statement said that across-the- 
board reductions could be made even in a period of high 
defense outlays through a sound program of controlled 
spending and borrowing by the federal government, 
plus the increased revenue from a fair and reasonable 
tax structure which would not be a deterrent to indi- 
vidual initiative and investment. 

Views such as these certainly deserve the careful 
attention of the Congressmen who will deal with possi- 
ble changes in the tax laws this year. If more money is 
left in the hands of the people, then more money will 
go into investment and into the channels of trade — and 
that in itself will be a strong stimulant to the govern- 
ment's tax take. 

Finally, the more important parts of the Hoover 

Commission recommendations remain to be acted on.

Taxpayers of the Chicago district 
were cautioned today by District 
Director H. Alan Long of the Inter- 
nal revenue service that they are 
responsible for the accuracy of the 
information in their income tax re- 
turns. Preparation of their 1956 
tax forms by revenue personnel is 
no guarantee that the returns will 
not be audited. 

"When we or anyone else help 
the taxpayer a return," Mr. Long 
said, "such assistance is no guaran- 
tee that the return is accepted as

correct and not subject to cither 
preliminary review or later com- 
plete audit. 

"Every year taxpayers come to 
us for help and appear very dis- 
turbed to learn this. Our agents 
who prepare or assist are merely 
following the Information provided 
by taxpayer. No matter who pre- 
pares a return, the taxpayer or tax- 
payers who sign it are responsible 
for Its accuracy," Mr. Long empha- 
sized. 

"They must be prepared to back 
up all entries; to prove all claims. 
To us, returns prepared by revenue 
personnel "or by outside sources arc 
no different than those on which 
the individual taxpayer has worked 
himself for hours to do a thorough 



nml accurate Job. . 

"It is essential for taxpayers to 
keep all records relating to their re- 
turns for at least three years after 
the filing date," Mr. Long added.

Such fraud- 
ulent action is punishable by fines 
and imprisonment. 

Tax avoidance, said Jedcle, Is the 
reduction of income tax by planning 
for incomes and expenditures in 
ways that are tax advantageous. 

For example, a man in a high in- 
come bracket might purchase tax 
exempt school bonds, he said.

Rep. W. J. Murphy, Petite Lake, 
was named vice chairman of the 
liquor Regulation committee on 
whlah he served last year.

Study of Germs 
Aimed at Better 
Disease Controls 

NEW BRUNSWICK— An entirely 
new means of controlling disease 
may be the outcome of studies be- 
ing made at the Rutgers Institute 
of Microbiology on what makes bad 
germs grow and good ones die. 

Tills approach Is made possible 
because Dr. Werner Braun, pro- 
fessor of bacteriology at the Insti- 
tute, has been able to produce in 
test tubes the same kind of changes 
in germ populations that occur in 
infected animals. 

Heretofore, when disease-causing 
bacteria were cultivated under 
laboratory conditions, population 
changes occurred which supplanted 
the original bacteria with those of 
completely changed character- 
istics, i 

Dr. Braun and his associates 
found that under the Influence of 
a breakdown product of bacteria 
and also In the presence of a 
chemical substance called kinctin, 
bacterial populations will change 
from non-disease producing or 
n virulent strains to predominantly 
disease -producing or virulent 
types. 

With this information, he has 
started on a long-range search for 
substances which can olTset this 
disease-producing phenomenon and 
keep the good germs good. 

The search is supported by two 
research grants from government 
agencies. The National Science 
Foundation awarded Dr. Braun 
$25,900 and the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service has allocated an 
additional $34,342 to assist the work 
for the next three years.

An area of ground in the famous 
Morrow experimental plots at the 
University of Illinois, Champaign- 
Urbana, on which corn has been 
grown every season since 1870, 
yielded at the rate of 128 bushels 
per acre last year. The soil has re- 
ceived 'manure - lime - phosphate 
treatment since 1004, and was given 
extra potash, nitrogen and phos- 
phate in 1955 and 1056. 

This result is reported by Prof. M. 
B. Russell, head of the Agronomy 
Department of the College of Agri- 
culture, in "Illinois Business Re- 
view," a university publication. 

Another small tract which has 
been planted continuously to corn 
for 81 years and given no fertilizer 
until 1955-56 produced at the rate 
of 113 bushels per acre last year. 
Russell's account points out that not 
all types of soil could be expected 
to show so quick a come-back after 
years of depletion. Furthermore, 
the large amounts of fertilizers add- 
ed to this tract would not be eco- 
nomically practicable in ordinary 
farming.

How to Save Tax Dollars 



New Brain Stroke 
Cause Reported 

SEATTLE— A new type of pnra-. 
lyzing brain stroke has been dis- 
covered by two Los Angeles doc- 
tors. 

Dr. Eltot Cordny and Dr. San- 
ford Rothenberg of the Cedars of 
Lebanon Hospital and University of 
California Medical School said 
their discovery has solved a 2,400 
year-old medical puzzle. 

The new type ot stroke Is a re- 
sult of the brain not receiving suf- 
ficient blood to function properly 
because of a narrowing of cere- 
bral arteries and a drop In blood 
pressures, the doctors said. There 
are at least 12 causes of this cere- 
bral vascular Insufficiency, they 
added, ranging from loss of blood 
pressure because of heart irregu- 
larities to sever hemorrhages any- 
where in the body. 

Four other types of strikes arc 
recognized by physicians, they 
pointed out: 1. brain hemorrhages: 
2. blood clot on the brain; 3. blood 
clot which has traveled from the 
heart to the brain; and 4. cerebral 
artery spasm. In all these cases 
paralysis usually results from 
damage to the brain.

To help you prepare a correct re- 
turn and avoid mistakes that cost 
you tax dollars! this newspaper is 
printing a series ot eight articles 
prepared with the help ot the na- 
tional and state organizations of 
cert I fled public accountants. 

Today's article deals with prob- 
lems faced by almost anyone who 
has to make out a return. Later 
articles will give special hints on 
deductions -you may take, particu- 
larly If you own a car. homo or 
business.

Common Mistakes 

According to the results of a 
sampling by the Internal Revenue 
Service, the mistakes most often 
made by taxpayers fall lato these 
four groups: 

(1) Incorrect listing of Income. 
This 1b the mala source of error. 

partly because of debatable ques- 
tions Involving business Income. In- 
dividuals make mistakes too by 
leaving out such Items as Interest 
on savings accounts, dividends and 
contest winnings, or by Including 
Items which are exempt, 

(2) Errors in personal deduc 
tlons. This category Includes the 
deductions taken when the 10 per 
cent "standard deduction" Is not 
used. Important deductions from in 
come are: state and local taxes, 
Interest paid on loans, charitable 
contributions, medical expenses, 
losses from storm. Are. flood or 
theft. 

(3) Claiming too many or too few 
dependents Exemptions are ollowed 
for the taxpayer himself and for 
certain persons he supports, t/ tbey 
lit the definitions In the Instruction 
book. 

(4) Faulty arithmetic. This is the 
cause of the fewest number ot 
errors, but approximately 30 per 
cent of these arithmetical mistakes 
»r» made by the taxpayer against 
himself, resulting Id approximately 
119,000,000 Id overpayment ot taxes,

your Income was less than $600 you 
should fllo a return If any tax was 
withheld by your employer and you 
wish to receive a refund. In any 
case, If you had as much as HOG 
earnings. from Belt-employment you 
must file a return to report those 
earnings for social security pur- 
poses. 

Non-Taxable Income 

It Is Important to remember that 
all Income is not taxable. You 
should not include In your return 
any Income which is listed In the 
official Instruction book as exempt. 
This Includes Interest on state and 
municipal bonds, most government 
payments to veterans and their 
families, life Insurance proceeds 
upon death, gifts and social security 
benefits. The tax Instructions from 
the Internal Revenue Service con- 
tain a list ot the types ot Income 
which should be Included and those 
which should be omitted from your 
return 

If Yob Changed Jobs 

Here Is a special point to watch 
If you worked tor more than one 
employer during 1956. You may 
have overpaid your social security 
tax. Each employer Is required to 
withhold social security amounting 
to 2 percent of the ttrst H200 of 
your wages. If you worked (or only 
one employer, this would amount 
to 154. However, if you worked for 
several employers, more than 13-1 
might have been withheld. Check 
your W-2 withholding slips and seo 
whether the total F.I.C.A, (Federal 
Insurance Contributions Act) Is 
more than 184. It It ts, you can 
claim credit for the excess In the 
"taxes withheld" column of your 
Income tax form 

The Instruction book which comes 
with your tax forms gives further 
Information. Help Is also available 
by telephone or it offices of the 
Internal Revenue Service. The Rev- 
enue Service urges you to consult 
properly qualified advisor If you 
decide to seek outside help.

"Age of House Boating" 

Claims Manufacturer 



Hugh D. Robinson, Jr.. president 
of Lake County's new marinu manu- 
facturing firm, Luisurelinc, Inc., of 
Waukegan, predicted today that 
houseboats are going to be the hit 
of the Chicago National Boat Show 
which opens Friday evening at the 
International Amphitheater for a 
10-day run. 

"Last year two houseboat firms 
were represented at the Chicago 
show. This year there will be six 
— and five houseboat builders who 
wanted space couldn't gut it because 
it was sold out." Robinson said. 

"The age of houseboating has fin- 
ally arrived," Robinson claims. "It 
was nurtured by outboard boaters 
who finally tired of great speed in 
small boats and turned to houseboats 
which offered the room and facili- 
ties a family needs to be comfortable 
on the water. And now houseboats 
have become the target of first- 
time buyers." 

Robinson believes Leisure! ine is 
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the newest firm in the nation manu- 
facturing cruising houseboats. The 
company received its corporation 
charter from the state of Illinois 
two weeks ago, 

' The firm will establish display 
rooms and main offices in Wauke- 
gan and will manufacture boats In 
two plants in North Chicago. 

Establishment of the firm re- 
asserted Lake county's claim to ma- 
rine capital of the nation. The 
county already boasts the world|s 
largest outboard motor manufactur- 
ing firm in Johnson Motors, and Is 
headquarters for Johnson's parent 
company Outboard Marine Corp. 

The new Leisureline cruising 
houseboat, called the Vagabond, is 
a 26-foot long craft constructed of 
plywood. It was designed by A. M. 
Deering, noted Chicago naval archi- 
tect. 

The craft has a semi "V" bottom, 
which departs from the scow type 
bow so long standard in houseboats, 
for better steering control and per- 
formance. Steering is also aided by 
three skegs. 

The main cockpit of the boat, a 
seven-by-eight-foot space, is located 
in the forward part of the boat so 
the helmsman and his passengers 
will have an unobstructed view of 
what's ahead. 

"Besides good construction, we're 
stressing style," Robinson said. "It's 
time to stop imagindng an ungainly, 
boxy structure when the word 
'houseboat' is mentioned," Robinson 
claims. 

Leisureline's designers have come 
up with a heavy plywood parapet 
which runs the length of the boat 
along the cabin roof to achieve a 
long, low effect. 

The boat is designed primarily 
for outboard power. 

Equipment inside the cabin in- 
cludes two lounging seats which 
convert into four bunks, toilet, sink, 
stove, icebox, tables, 12- volt light 
fixtures which can be converted to 
110 volts for dockside outlets, clos- 
ets and drawer storage space.

Wait for Gas Heat 



Local area home owners waiting 
for gas heat found their requests 
used as a basis for a new plea to 
the federal government for expan- 
sion of natural gas supplies recently 
in Washington. 

Northern Illinois Gas Company's 
vice* president, William J. Crowley, 
described as "urgent" his firm's 
need for an additional 145 million 
cubic feet of natural gas.

sion hearing that on last Nov. 30 
the company has requests for space 
heating service covering 173,088 
homes. 

The hearing concerns applications 
by subsidiaries of Peoples Gas Light 
and Coke Company of Chicago for 
authority to increase their peak de- 
liveries to distributors by more than 
485 million cubic feet daily. 

Crowley described the request as

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Rep. Murphy Deplores Use of Tax Money 
To Build Plush Hotel at Dunes State Park 



Hop, W. J. Murphy, hearing that 
the slate in preparing to build a 
GO-room hole! at Dunes State Park 
near Zion ont Lake Michigan has 
mode a stntcmcnt^lo the Antloeh 
News In which he deplores the use 
of tax money to build a "real plush 
'Miami" style hotel. 

Rep Murphy's explosive comment 
was: 

"If you have the misfortune of 
having a retarded child or a handi- 
capped child, it will take from one 
to two years to get that child In the 
State home — even after the Court 
commits the child— Why? Because 
they arc so over-crowded — they 
need new additional buildings very 
desperately. 

"Our State institutions arc all 
over-crowded and yet the State can 
spend a million and a half dollars 
on an unnccded luxury hotel. 

"I know the Governor very seri- 
ously thinks he is doing a wonderful 
thing for Lake county, I know that 
Senator McClory Is very pleased 
with the results of his efforts in 
bringing this plush hotel into the 
actual building stage, but when arc 
these well meaning people going to 
be realistic about our problems? 
When did Lake County lost get a 
new highway? When will Route 21 
cease to be a 17 foot wide death 
trap, and when will North Chicago 
get its 22nd street crossing correct- 
ed? 

When will Sheridan rd, be made 
adequate for the terrific amount of 
traffic that uses it daily? When 
will be get proper accommodations 
for the blind, deaf, and retarded 
children? For the people in our 
institutions? Ail these things are 
of more major inportance than 
building a "plush" state-owned 
"Miami" style hotel here in Lake 
county to run opposition to our pri- 
vate enterprises in the Chain-O- 
Lakcs region. 

The intent of the Governor may 
be good, but it certainly doesn't 
make sense, when we are being 
threatened in this session of the 
legislature with raising the sales 
tax or putting an income tax on 
people who are now up to their 
necks in taxes nnd bills. When do 
we retrench a little? When will 
the State try to live on its income 
without searching for additional 
taxes? When will our handicapped 
and institution patients get proper 
housing and care? 

Let's be more realistic with how 
we spend the people's money. Lake 
county doesn't need or want this one 
and a half million dollar plush 
hotel. We want highways, good 
schools and sane welfare programs 
instead! 



HEALTHJALK 

Adequate Diet Important 
Food is essential to the human 
body to keep it functioning smooth- 
ly and an adequate supply, plus 
proper utilization by the body, frc- 
quentlyq means good health as 
against nutritional ill health, accord- 
ing to Health Talk, issued by the 
Educational Committee of -the 111. 
Stotc Medical Society. 

A caloric Is a measure of food 
energy. Carbohydrates arc sugars, 
starches, celluloses and gums, for 
example, bread and potatoes. They 
provide energy. Proteins ore made 
up of simpler nitrogen containing 
substances called amino acids. They 
provide energy and the material for 
growth' and repair of tissues. One 
authority said if there were any one 
"secret of life," protein might be 
considered to be at the heart of it, 
since protein is the essential stuff 
of which all living tissue is made. 
About eighteen per cent of the hu- 
man body consists of protein. Hair, 
nails, skin and muscle tissue con- 
sist almost entirely of protein and 
water. Fats, made up of simpler 
material called fatty acids, provide 
energy, the reserves of the body, 
and are more slowly utilized. 

While protein can be a source of 
fuel for maintaining body tempera- 
ture and for muscular work, fats 
nnd carbohydrates arc the natural 
fuel foodstuffs. 

To maintain an even balance, the 
body requires carbohydrates, fats, 
and proteins, plus certain minerals, 
vitamins nnd water. The intake of 
food can vary depending on occupa- 
tion. For example, a worker in an 
office who docs not have a great 
deal of exercise requires fewer cal- 
ories than does the laborer or for- 
mer whose daily activities demand 
more energy. 

Nutrition experts agree that from 
2,000 to 3,500 calories should be 
taken into the body each day to 
maintain a normal body balance as 
shown by a constant weight. 

There are certain foods which 
have been designated "must" foods 
and which, if taken daily in ade- 
quate amounts, give the recom- 
mended number of calorics to the 
human system, and also the miner- 
als and vitamins, which, in minute 
amounts, are essential, to proper use 
of foods in the body. These "must" 
foods are milk, eggs, meat, fruit, 
potatoes, vegetables, whole grain 
cereals and bread, and butter or 
reinforced margarine. 

Today, Americans can be' assured 
that eating sufficient amounts of 
the generous variety of foods avail- 
able in this country will result in 
the body receiying the proper 
amounts of proteins, fats, carbohy- 
drates, minerals and vitamins so 
necessary to tissue repair, the build- 
ing of good bone structure, adequate 
energy for the day's tasks and gen- 
eral well-being. 

It is only when the body shows a 
deficiency in these elements that 
the physician will prescribe supple- 
mentary minerals or vitamins. For 
example, a lack of iron in the sys- 
tem may result in anemia; inade- 
quate calcium may contribute to 
tooth decay, while a deficiency of 
iodine may be a factor in certain 
forms of goiter. 

It is wise to remember too that 
the end-result of a balanced diet is 
the ability and strength to perform 
well one's doily work.

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Your First Baby 

When the first bnby arrives, the 
new parents are often confronted 
with fears that they will do some- 
thing wrong In caring for the Infant. 
This Is a natural feeling, but it is 
the physicianjs job to render ade- 
quate advice to the mother so that 
she will have assurance in handling 
her baby, the Educational Commit- 
tee of the Illinois State Medical So- 
ciety observes in Health Talk. 

With the new baby being the 
center of things, very often it is dif- 
ficult for the mother to adjust her- 
self to the change In routine. This 
is an emotional affair and can be 
worked but effectively, once the 
mother recognizes that she should 
not be too concerned about small 
disturbances in the old well man- 
aged routine of her previous life. 

The baby's cry is an important 
signal, since this is the only way 
of expressing himself. For this rea- 
son the mother must understand 
the infant's need, whether he is 
hungryi wet, cold, frightened, or 
whether his arms and legs are re- 
strained forcibly in any one posi- 
tion. Very often, the cry will indi- 
cate sheer boredom. 

Many* new mothers are inclined 
to feed the baby every time it 
cries. This is not wise, for the baby's 
gastrointestinal tract becomes dis- 
tended with air and food, and the 
result is a constant colic. 

In general, most mothers are in- 
clined to overdress their babies. 
Actually the clothing varies with 
the season, but the infant should not 
be kept too hot. Cotton garments 
next to the skin are advsable, re- 
gardless of the season. 

In some infants, a brownish crust 
appears on the top of the head. This 
condition is referred to as "cradle 
cap" and is an allergic manifestation 
indicating that the baby is sensitive 
to either some food or a substance 
with which he is in contact. It may 
even be caused by the mother's hair, 
scented soaps or perhaps the wool 
in clothing or blankets. 

Most babies are born with rather 
long hair, yet many infants of three 
months seem to have a sparse 
amount. The hair of the newborn 
is of a very fine texture and is grad- 
ually lost. As the hair regrows a 
change of color is commonly no- 
ticed. Even though the regrowth is 
gradual, there is no need to be 
alarmed if the baby is well and de- 
veloping normally. 

The baby's eyes will change too. 
All babies are born with blue eyes; 
some may be dark and some light. 
The change in color is noted about 
the third month. Brown pigment 
or coloring matter makes its appear- 
ance gradually, so that when the in- 
fant reaches from six to eight 
months, parents can usually say 
whether the eyes are gray, blue or 
brown. 

Give the baby comfortable sur 
roundings, proper food and love. A 
calm and happy environment will 
do much not only for the baby, but 
for the parents, too, A baby needs 
a great deal of attention, but once 
the adjustment in household routine 
and living has been set he will make 
his own contribution of enjoyment 
to the family.

Wounds on a cot's ears often are 
caused by the bites or scratches of 
other animals. Such wounds should 
be regarded as serious because they 
may become infected if not properly 
cared for. 

Pet owners who change residence 
or for some other reason foil to 
complete a regular schedule for 
having their pets immunized against 
distemper should have the veteri- 
narian start the series over again 
rather than run the risk resulting 
from the interruption. 

Veterinary medical research 
workers have discovered a modi- 
fied complement-fixation test which 
shows value in diagnosing Jahne's 
disease in cattle when the animals 
are free of tuberculosis. 

Inability /to sit on a perch, laying 
eggs on the cage floor, even con- 
vulsions may indicate vitamin-min- 
eral deficiency in canaries and other 
small caged birds. 

Three drops of a mixture of equal 
parts of olive oil and castor oil are 
useful for relief of impacted crop 
in small caged birds. Veterinary 
diagnosis can best determine when 
such home treatment may be neces- 
sary. 



More babies are being born in 
hospitals and with a doctor in at- 
tendance than ever before, Health 
Information Foundation reports. In 
1935 only 37 percent were born in 
hospitals and 13 per cent of all 
births were unattended by doctors. 
In 1956 almost 95 per cent were hos- 
pital-born, and doctors attended 97 
per cent of all births.
